People’s Course. 


i 


The lecture in the People’s Course 
Monday night gave great satisfaction, 
and it is only to be regretted that the un- 
lgvorable weather kept many from hear- 
ing Rev. Mr. Spaulding,of Boston. ‘‘How 
Pompeii was destroyed” was his subject, 
and for over an hour the audience was 
delighted with the scholarly and renned 
discourse. The lecture was such as to 
be equally satisfactory to the cultivated 
and to those less highly educated. The 
stereopticon views were in keeping with 
his lecture, being of an excellent charac. 
ter. There was just enough of humor 
in his remarks to make them, doubly in- 
teresting. 

The lecturer opened with a brief de- 
scription of Naples and the surrounding 
country, which was~in ancient times 
called Campania, The Greeks first set- 
tled on the Bay of Naples about the year 
1050 B..c., and Pompeii is thought to 
have been founded by colonists sent 
from some older settlement, as the name 
is from a Greek word meaning “‘to send.”’ 
In 90 B. c. the Romans took Pompeii, 
which had hitherto been independent, 
and if remained a part of Rome until its 
destruction, in 79 A. Dp. Pompeii, he 


said, was—at-one_time—the-centre of tlie 


surrounding agricultural districts, but 
when the Caesars came into power it was 
a favorite resort for the wealthy class of 
people. 

Mr. Spaulding showed some fine views 
of the eruptiors- and volcanoes. The 
great eruption of 1872 happened on the 
same day of the month as the one in 79, 
He said that 
the theory of the volcano generally ac- 
cepted is-that it is a_cooling of the earth 
and not 4 continuous burning of the in- 
terior of the earth. 

The views of the buildings as they were 
in their ancient condition, and as they aie 
at present were excellent, .as. were also 
tho the excavations which are now 
gen Ti. Pom peii. An idea of the 

estic life was given, and many other 
intesesting things which space will not 
permit us to mention. On the whole it 
was decidedly one of the best lectures of 
the course. ‘ 


Hild.Park Concert, 


The concert in the Town Hall, Wednes- 
day night, under the auspices of the 
Woman’s Relief Corps, was a, decided 
success in-every particular. There wasa 
large audience, and the concert was one 
of the best heard in this town for a long 
time. Each: member of the Hild-Park 
Company is an aftist in the true sense of 
the word, and they well deserve the suc- 
cess which they are everywhere attain- 
ing. The audience, we think it can be 
said almost without exception, was de- 
lighted with the evening's entertainment, 
and this was.shown by the hearty ap- 
plause and encores accorded all the artists. 
Lack of appreciation and patronage pre- 
vents the town from having manyéreally 
first class concert. companies, but no one 
would regret the time..or money spent 
for one like that_of Wednesday evening.

DR. CHENEY’S LECTURE. 


. Abbot Academy Hall was_‘well filled 
last Friday evening with an audience in- 
terested to hear about the last and possi 
bly the final representation’ of the Pas- 
sion play at Ober-Ammergaun, from one 
who had not only séén it but had been 
deeply impressed by it: It.is not neces- 
sary to review the history of this play, 
wonderful as it is, nor would it be wise 
to state its effect upon any spectator. To 
us who have not seen the play. it seems 
impossible that these péasant actors, rev- 
erent and devout as they may be, should 
not fail deplorably to enact this’ awful 
drama, but that one may be uplifted and 
helped by, the attempt, Dr. Cheney is a 
witness. To him we are indebted fora 
clearer idea of the situation of Ober-Am- 
mergau, for a fresh statement of the vow 
made so long ago as 1633, and the faith- 
ful keeping of it, for the pictures.reveal- 
ing to us so plainly the‘open air theatre, 
and the picturesque-groupings of the 
great scenes in the development of the 
theme. To some, undoubtedly, the faces 
of the disciples were an interesting study 
and henceforth, it may be, tlie Pilate, the 
Anas, the Caiphas,. the Barabbas—not 
the Christ—of the Ober-Ammergau Play, 
will come before the, mind’s eye, as we 
read the trial and Crucifixion of Jesus. 

It is to be regretted that many of ‘the 
views were badly focussed, so that the 
best pictures, and there was really a 
choice of pictures, were. somewhat 
blurred and dim, but notwithstanding 
these drawbacks, the Play, as described 
by Dr. Cheney, was solemn and im- 
pressive.

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Diphtheria. 


Owing to the opinion that diphtheria is 
"epidemic in town, Dr. Abbott ‘was. seen 
this morning in regard to the matter. 
Three cases have thus far been reported 
to the Board of Health. . The Dr. has 
four cases under his care. The Supt. of 
Schools has been notified of the cases and 
with the school committee will no doubt 
use all necessary precautions, The Dr. 
wishes us tv call attention to the fact 
that physicians, attending cases which 
they diagnose ‘“‘membraneous croup” 
should report such cases and use the 
same caution in regard to infection, in 
order to guard against all possible: cause 
of infection as it is difficult to, at times, 
distinguish the individual disease, At- 
tendants on those sick should be as few 
as possible and should not communicate 
with other persons any more than nec- 
essity requires. Gargling or washing the 
mouth with some ,cleansing fluid occa- 
sioually is a useful measure for them who 
‘must be exposed to the contagion. — Suf- 
ficient power is given to school commit 
tees to restrict the attendance at school 
of children from infected houses.

Mandan is Not Threatened According te

New York, Nov. 19%—The United 
Maine, the 
largest and finest man-of-war ever 
eet afloat,: was successfully launched 
yesterday afternoon from the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. Fifty thonsard people 
witnessed the launching. Every detail 
had been carefully arranged by Capt. 
Miller, the commandant of ‘the yard, 
Kight stands had been erected fur the 
spectators at the most advantageous 
points. 

Secretary of the'Navy Tracy arrived on 
the U. 8.5. Despatch. from Jersey City. 
With him were John C..Soley, the assist- 
ant secretary, Maj. Gen. Schofield and 
Capt. R. I. Phythian, superintendent of 
the naval academy, and the naval at- 
taches of the foreign legations. Admiral 
Gherardi also accompanied the party. 
Rear Admiral Braine, with his staff, re- 
evived the. distinguished party as they 
landed and conducted them to his house. 
About the cruiser’s bow was constructed a 
huge raise. platform, where Secretary 
Tracy, the United States naval officers, 
maval attuches of foreign legations and 
sther dignitaries witnessed the launching. 
' The launching platform was beautifully 
@ecked out with flags and at a little dis- 
tance Conterno’s band of 100 pieces played 
mational and popular airs, ‘preparatory to 
the launching. On the launching platform 
stood. Miss Alice Wilmerding, the grand- 
daughter of Secretary Tracy, surrounded 
by a brilliant staff of naval. officers, In 
her hand, covered with gold leaf and 
decked with ribbons, she held a bottle of 
Amerivan made champagne with which to ‘ 
ehristen the steel monster. ; 

At 11:15 o’clock Constructor Wood with 
300 men beyan to wedge up the cradle un- 
der the ship. Fifteen minutes later every- 
thivg was in readiness, and the vast mul- 
titude waited until the tide reached its 
highest limit, which was at 12:45. At 19:40 
mea were set to work under the bows of 
the cruiser sawing in two the solé piece 
that alone held the immense mass of steel 
in place, For three minutes they worked, 
driving the saws through the. great stick 
of oak. 

Gradually the cruiser strained, and at 
11:44, slowly at first, almost imperceptibly, 
she began to move down the well soaped and 
greased ways, rapidly gaining headway as 
she rnshed to the water. Thirteen sec- 
ends later, she floated clear of the land. 
Just as she first inoved, Miss Wilmerding 
dashed the bottle of champagne against 
the starboard bow, saying ‘‘I christen thee 
Maine.” 

As the hull cleared the shiphouse, three 
temporary flagpoles were placed: in posi- 
tion and three American flags were 
thrown to the breeze, When the ship en- 
tered the water, a mighty cheer went up 
from the assembled crowds, while the 
tugs, yachts and war vessels saluted with 
their bella and whistles. From the Cob 
dock a salute was fired and a numberof | 
bonrbs were fired‘high in the air from ves- 
sels in the river, where they exploded 
with a tremendous noise. Two of the 
mavy yard tugs. .were quickly made fast 
to the Muitie und’ she was towed to the 
dock, Hite:

The United States of America, by its-of- 
ficials and the employes of the Brooklyn 
navy yard, has launched the largest war- 
ship ever set afloat. Not. the largest yet 
begun, but the largest so far completed. 
Kit isthe most. thoroughly American ves- 
sel ever built. 

Her hull was designed by the bureau of 
her engines by the bureau 
of steam engineering, and all her ord- 
nance by the bureau of ordnance. All the 
metais in her are the product of American 
mines, furnaces and rolling mills, and 
from the first blow to the launching, all 
the work was done at the Brooklyu yard,

THE. WRECKED. SERPENT... 


@peculation an te the Cause ef the Dis- 
aster—No Trace of the Wreck—Stery 
of One of the Survivors. 

Corunna, Nov. 17.—The evidence of the 
survivors of the wreckéd: cruiser Serpent 
goes to show that the light of the village 
lighthouse had not. beet seen by the look- 
out on the Serpent, although - the light is 
usually visible for fourteen miles. It is 
believed that the Serpent’s compass was 
affected by the iron in the reef, and that 
astronomical observations were impossi- 
bls, owing to the bad state of the weather. 
A Spanish gunboat which yesterday 
passed the scene of the disaster, found no 
trace of the Serpent. A body. washed 
ashore yesterday is supposed to be tbat of 
the commander of the Serpent. re 

The British gunboat Lapwing brought 
the Serpent’s survivors to Corunna yester- 
day. An Associated Press correspondent 
boarded the Lapwing on her arrival and 
had an interview with one of thesurvivors 
named Burton, who said that the Serpent 
truck a covered rock about 10,30 o'clock. 
Monday uight, the weather at the time 
being dirty, but not foggy. All hands 
were below except the officers and six 
watchmen. Immediately after the shock 
all who were below rushed to the deck. 
The crew obeyed the orders of the officers, 
and there was no panic. A large boat was | 
soon lowered, but it was smashed to pieces 
and the occupants perished. It then be- 
came evident that it would be useless to 
lower other boats. Another attempt to 
throw a cable ashore also jailed. 

Meanwhile men were being constantly 
washed overboard, Burton saw one wave 


- wash twelve men into the sea. About an 


hour after the Serpent struck, the captain 
gave the men leave to save themselves as 
they thought best. Burton jumped over- 
board, having a life belt around his waist, 
as had all the men on watch. Nobody fol- 
lowed him. After swimming for two or 
three hours, battling with immense waves 
all the time, he reached calm water and 
landed in an exhausted condition, al- 
though his only injury was a slight 
abrasion of the leg. The night was pitch 
dark.

TURBULENT INDIANS — 


mAY HAYE REASON TO REGRET 
THKIR RECENT ACTION. 


Soldiers Thickty Mansing At the Rosebud 


and Pine Ridge Agencies— Reported At, 
tempt to Assassinate American Horse 
for His Friendliness Toward the United 
States. 


OMAHA, Nov. 20.—Gen. Brooke, com- 
maniling the department of the Platte, 
has left for the scene of the expected In- 
dian troubles. He was accompanied by 
his aide, Lieut. Charles M. ‘I'ruitt ot the 
Twenty-first infantry. This will place 
the general a few hours later than the 
two special trains which left Fort Omaha 


) with the wagons and companies A, B, C 


and D of the Second infantry. The inten- 


| tion of the commander is to mass as inany 


troops as possible at the same moment in 
the vicinity of the agency. This demon- 
stration, itis thought, will havea bene- 
ficial effect upon the Indians, and at the 
same time deter them from attempting an 
attack, which it is feared they might do if 
the military detachments should be found 
to be small and widely separated, 

Agent Rior at Pine Kidge has tele- 
graphed the general repeatedly, and when 
the order was issued, centering the sol- 
diers in the vicinity of his station\ begged 
that, the information-might he witheld 
from the newspapers. He feared that it 
would reach the savages as soon as it 
would be settled and before the troops 
could prevent it the Indians. would massa- 
cre every white person found on the reser- 
vation, It was rumored that the Indians 
had attempted the life of the agent. It 
has later been been announced that the 
Indians at Rosebud fiave risen é1 masse 
and were proceeding to Pine Ridge, the 
adjoining agency, which is about fifty 
miles distant. If-it should prove to be 
well founded, all the available troops of 
the department—-will_be-ordered to the 
scene of the trouble, No word was re- 
ceived at Fort Omaha regarding com- 
panies E, F,G and H, which remain at 
that place. These and their commanders 
are ready to move at a moment’s notice. 

A World-Herald special from Rushville 
Says that as soon as troops arrived there, 
couriers rushed with the news to the Pine 
Ridge ageney. Word was received from 
this agenéy that the bad Indians under 
Red Cloud ‘and Little Wound declare that 
that they will meet the troops in battle. 
Agent Royer said his Indian policemen 
were powerless. The Indians at Pine 
Ridge are about equally divided between 
good and bad. Red Cloud and Little 
Wound have been fermenting trouble for 
several weeks, while American Horse and 
Young-Man-Afraid-of- His- Horse have 
tried'to pacify the warriors. Last week a 


‘big meeting was held about thirty miles 


from Pine Ridge,at which a reputed apos- 
tletof the Messiah was present. He told 
the Indians to return to the agency and 
await the coming of the Messiah, who is 
to arrive in the form of a buffalo, He will 
give the signal for the opening of the con- 
flict: which is to annihilate the white race. 
This fact causes great.fear in the ranks of 
old Indian fighters,, Unless there i. an 
absolute failure to get word from the 
Messiah on the day of the arrival of the 
troops, a con flict is certain. Maj. Butler’s 
column went into camp last night about 
ten miles from Pine Ridge. The officers 
‘aro prepared for what now seems to be a 
certain combat. Many of the friendly In- 
dians have left the agency and are now 
encampe! at Rushville. ‘They have vigni- 
fied their intention of aiding the whites. 


A.QUIETING EFFECT 


Will Probably, Resalt from, the Massing 
—of Troops at the Agencies, 


Cuicago, Nov. 20.—Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, commanding the department of the 
Misssouri, when interviewed last evening 
with regard to the Indian outlook, said: 

“The turbulent spirit- among the In- 
dians is manifested at ~-Rosebud, Pine 
Ridge and the Cheyenne agencies. There 
is a more threatening state of affairs ex- 
isting at the Pine Ridge agency than else- 
where, and my latest official reports are 
that troops have gone ‘to the Pine Ridge 
agency-from the Rosebud agency, Gen. 
Brooks has left the railroad station at 
Rushville for Pine Ridge, and he with his 
command of three troops of cavalry and 
five companies of.infantry will reach there 
the sime time «Lieut. Col. 
Smith will reach the Rosebud agency 
with three companies of cavalry und three 
companies of infantry. In my opinion 
these-forces will be sufficient to protect 
the lives and public property at these 
agencies and coutrol the Indians there:

And the apples, too; how we watched 
them as they grew redder and redder as 
the autumn advanced, until they reached 
just the exact tint of perfection, How 
we used to climb the trees and drop them 
into the blue checked gingham aprons 
that the girls held stretched below. 

After the pies came the nuts gathered , 
in the woods and raisins from'the gro-. 
cer’s cart. And then came the season of 
meditation. Sdmehow it always hap- 
pened that the boys did not feel just like 
finishing that game of “‘two-old-cat” di- 
rectly after dinner. They climbed to 
the mow and. stretched themselves in 
the fragrant hay ortook a walk in the 
woods, scaring out a rabbit or a part- 
ridge, and coming home -with handfuls 
of checkerberry ledves, or sassafras, or 
birch bark.
